World Power 


The Red Chinese are pretty sure 
to be voted into the United Na- 
tions. Can they be excluded from 
any final disarmament talks when 
they are one of the world’s pow- 
ers with adequate money to hire 
experts to produce their own 
atomic weapons? If this can’t be 
done, must we then face up to an 
uncomfortably close-at-hand fu- 
ture in which people like Castro, 
Nasser, and dictators anywhere, 
may buy such ghastly hardware 
in the open market? 


What the Kennedy administra- 
tion is trying to do, among other 
things, is to make the American 
people aware of the harsher 
truths of their lives. It vitally is 
important that it do all possible 
probing of the Soviet mind. That 
plans to do this should be at- 
tacked by the habitually hysteri- 
cal aS appeasement, or another 
Munich, is not merely irrational 
thinking, but an unworthy defec- 
tion in what should be deter- 
mined, unanimous support. 


The Kennedy domestic program 
is on its face a strong anti-Com- 
munist one. Those persons who 
argue that we cannot begin to re- 
place slums with decent housing, 
that we must not provide imme- 
diate aid to a faltering system of 
education, and cannot afford to 
raise the minimum wage because 
to do these things is contrary to 
“our way of life,” surely have not 
thought it through. One of the 
really compelling attractions of 
the Russian totalitarian state is 
that it has managed to make very 
considerable advances in this 
field. The nations with the great- 
est gulf between poverty and pos- 
sessions see in Russia’s achieve- 
ments what looks like a short cut. 
Our standards are so far ad- 
vanced as to seem unattainable.

Vandiver 
Appeals for 
Flood Aid 


Gov. Vandiver declared Thurs- 
day that a “state of emergency”’ 
exists throughout Georgia be 
cause of flood damage to federal- 
aid roads and bridges and asked 
for federal funds to make re- 
pairs. 


Calling his office from New 
York, where he has been on a 
Georgia industrial promotion trip, 
Vandiver authorized issuance of 
a proclamation on the emergency 
situation. 


The proclamation asked for a 
survey of the damage by the U:S. 
Department of Commerce and the 
Federal Bureau of Public Roads. 
The survey will be focused on 
the state’s second, third, fourth, 
sixth and eighth congressional 
districts. 


The proclamation declared that 
continuous heavy rainfall during 
the latter part of February pre- 
vailed over large areas of the 
state, causing streams and rivers 
to overflow their banks, flooding 
large areas and “causing exces- 
sive damage to roads and 
bridges.” 


Vandiver is asking for an allo- 
cation of funds under the 1956 
Federal-Aid Highway Act to re- 
pair the damage. This act re- 
quires declaration of a state of 
emergency before funds can be 
allocated.

THAILAND IS STRONG 


Particular attention was called 
here to Thailand, the Philippines 
and Pakistan. The indications 
were that U.S. units, if employed, 
would fill supply and maintenance 
needs unless the battle situation 
finally became desperate. 


Thailand has armed forces of 
about 130,000, including a small 
air force that is highly rated in 
that area. The Philippines has a 
relatively small army of about 
30,000, according ‘to the last avail- 
able figures. But it is rated as one 
of the best combat units in the 
area. The Philippines has a small 
fleet and a highly rated air force. 
Pakistani fighting forces also are 
highly rated. 

OTHER TROOPS AVAILABLE 

Close to 5,000 combat men, in- 
cluding paratroopers, were said 
to be quickly available from 
members of SEATO to carry out 
any orders to intervene in Laos. 


In addition to the reported sail- 
ing of the Midway from Hong 
Kong, it is known that the 7th 
Fleet has had a sizeable task 
force in the South China Sea.

A WASHINGTON — President Kennedy warned the 
» United States public and the Communist world Thursday 
~ night that “‘no one should doubt our resolution” to pre- 
serve an independent, neutral Laos. 


Hostilities must cease in Laos 
and negotiations must begin 
promptly, he said at his “‘live’’ 
televised and broadcast news 
conference, which was carried 
nationally. 


In a statement aimed equally 
at alerting the American public

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and signaling the government's 
determination to the Communist 
world, he said the U.S. and its 
allies, primarily those in the 
Southeast Treaty Organization, 
must consider what further mili- 
tary response was called for from 
the non-Communist powers. 


CRISIS GROWS ACUTE 


He delivered nothing like an 
ultimatum and did not fix a time 
limit for a halt to pro-Communist 
advances in Laos. He said, how- 
ever, that the situation, critical 
to the whole of Southeast Asia, is 
becoming “‘increasingly serious as 
the days go by.” 


He avoided direct responses to 
questions about whether US. 
military units had been alerted 
or were on the move toward Laos. 


‘In London Prime Minister Har- 
old Macmillan met with the Brit- 
ish Cabinet in extraordinary ses- 
sion early Friday after President 
Kennedy stated the case on Laos 
in Washington. The Cabinet was 
summoned at midnight, only 10 
hours before Macmillan was due 
to leave on a West Indies tour.

WASHINGTON (AP)—Republi- 
can and Democratic Senate lead- 
ers applauded Thursday night 
President Kennedy’s efforts to 
seek a peaceful settlement of the 
explosive situation in Laos. 


Sen. Thomas H. Kuchel, R- 
Calif., said that Kennedy in his 
nationally televised and broadcast 
news conference ‘‘speaks for all 
Americans when he says we seek 
peace, not war.” 


Kuchel, assistant Republican 
leader of the Senate, added, ‘‘We 
favor constructive negotiations, 
but we shall honor, together with 
our allies, our obligations under 
collective security agreements. in 
the Southeast Asia Treaty Organ- 
ization.”’ 

MANSFIELD AGREES 

Sen. Mike Mansfield, D-Mont., 
Senate majority leader, called the 
news conference ‘“‘a solemn occa- 
sion” and said the President 
“laid it on the line.” 


“Mr. Kennedy indicated quite 
clearly that the situation which 
confronts us and our friends in 
Laos is extremely delicate, very 
grave and potentially dangerous,”’ 
Mansfield said. 


“T am sure the American peo- 
ple will support the President in 
his efforts to reach an honorable 
settlement of the highly explosive 
situation. They know he is mak- 
ing every effort to bring peace.”’ 


PRAYS FOR REASON 


Kucel said that ‘through du- 
plicity and deceit the Communists 
once again seek to engulf and de- 
stroy a neutral nation.” 


“All free people pray there is 
yet time for reason to rule their 
course,” he added. 


Sen. Everett M. Dirksen, R-IIl., 
the Senate GOP leader, said Ken- 
nedy gave “‘a good, factual ex- 
planation of the situation in terms 
of opposing forces, leadership dif- 
ficulties and aggression with out- 
side direction.” 


START FROM SCRATCH 


“IT noted that he said there had 
been progress since 1954 toward 
stability and independence—which 
means that the Eisenhower ad- 
ministration had to deal with the 
problem and that there had to be 
progress because we started from 
scratch,”’ Dirksen said.

Tleo Sends 
Mediator 
To Gizenga 


LEOPOLDVILLE, The Congo 
(UPI) — Premier Joseph Ileo 
Thursday named Leopoldville pro- 
vincial leader Cleophas Kamitatu 
to mediate with the Lumumbist 
regime in Stanleyville in hopes 
of restoring order to the Congo. 


A U.S. Embassy official prompt- 
ly left for Stanleyvile in an indi- 
cation of growing interest by the 
foreign diplomatic corps in the 
latest peace moves. 

Kamitatu, premier of the prov- 
ince, announced he will go to 
Stanleyville Saturday for talks 
with Antoine Gizenga, the left- 
wing leader who is backed by 
Russia as the lawful successor 
to slain Patrice Lumumba. 


Kamitatu belongs to Gizenga’s 
African Solidarity Party and both 
came from the same tribal re- 
gion, the Kwilu territory in Leo 
poldville Province. He said Thurs- 
day: “I talked with Gizenga on 
the telephone this afternoon and 
he guaranteed my safety.” 

Kamitatu’s announcement raised 
hopes for a possible conciliation 
between the Leopoldville and 
Stanleyville regimes,

NO REDUCTION 

Other officials said the adminis- 
tration has no thought of reducing 
U.S. forces in Europe and no 
thought of lowering nuclear capa- 
bility or readiness. 


The idea is to increase the abil- 
ity to stop aggression with con- 
ventional weapons without having 
to resort to nuclear war. 


Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
took a similar stand on strength- 
ening the common defense when 
he said on Feb. 28: “I have long 
felt that this will require the 
strengthening of the non-nuclear 
aspects of that defense as well as 
the maintenance of its nuclear as- 
pects.” 

TO 30 DIVISIONS 


Kennedy also referred to the 
problem in a March 2 news con- 
ference. He said the new admin- 
istration wanted to see conven- 
tional forces strengthened 
throughout the world. 


In 1954, the NATO organization 
urged increasing Central Ewuro- 
pean command forces to 30 divi- 
sions. There are now 21 and one- 
third divisions—five from the 
United States, three from Britain, 
two from France, seven from 
West Germany, four from Ben- 
elux, and one-third from Canada. 
Some are not at full strength.

Taking the initiative and leaving Rus- 
sia to take the hindmost for a change, 
the free world is forcing a showdown in 
Laos by the right means. 

The Soviets have been nibbling at that 
nation for months. This is the tactic Khru- 
shchev probably had in mind when he 
announced Tuesday that he aims to see 
the banner of communism flying “over 
the whole planet.” 

Well, it’s a free planet. The United 
States, in company with its allies, told 
Khrushchev Thursday he will have to quit 
nibbling and start negotiating a fair peace 
ot the free nations will bite back, hard. 
They began moving troops to show they 
meant it. 

The troop alert and the negotiation 
offer were presented at the same time— 
the soft voice and the big stick, not 
bluster. 

The offer is reasonable—patterned on 
negotiations that ended the war in Viet- 
nam. The determination to counter fur- 
ther Soviet force with Western force is 
unmistakable. And the Western powers 
are acting in powerful concert, not piece- 
meal. 

’ This is the kind of firm reply the free 
peoples must give, and mean, to a man 
who admits he wants the planet.

U.S. Is This Fragile? 


Two unrelated news stories this week 
will surely cause many Americans and 
friends of this nation around the world 
some concern. 

The first story is that Rep. Francis 
Walter is seeking to re-institute a censor 
to control foreign propaganda. This cen- 
sor will presumably operate as the Post 
Office Department had been operating 
until recently. That is, he would inter- 
cept any mail to American citizens from 
Communist countries. 

The second story is that Moscow is no 
longer going to censor foreign corre- 
spondents in Russia. 

- Russia’s motives may or may not be 
honorable and the Soviets retain the right 
to resume censorship whenever they 
please. But think of the propaganda suc- 
cess. On the one hand, a totalitarian sys- 
tem says it has nothing to hide. On the 
other, a democracy considers saying it 
doesn’t trust its citizens to read propa- 
ganda. 

Any censorship is repulsive to most 
Americans. This particular kind is insult- 
ing in addition, Does anyone really be-

subtle advertising? Does anyone really 
believe that this country is so fragile it 
could be subverted by tracts written in 
Moscow? What sort of faith in Americans 
and America is that? 

The Post Office practiced this non- 
sense of intercepting mail for about 10 
years, beginning in the sad McCarthy 
years. The new administration stopped it. 
Now a congressman wants it started back. 

Reading other people’s mail, guarding 
them against it, is, as the New York Times 
says, an “un-American activity.” Unfor- 
tunately, it is not the kind of un-Ameri- 
can activity being investigated these days.

Danger in Laos: 
A Trojan Horse 


WASHINGTON—We face a new danger in 
Laos—while we may avert a Soviet military 


coup—that we will slip into the trap of encour- 
aging the Laotian government to take the local Communists into the 
government. If you want a Trojan horse in the living room, just in- 


vite in a Communist “coalition.” 

It is all to-the good that Secre- 
tary of State Dean Rusk has 
warned Moscow that continued 
shipment of arms to the Com- 
munist Pathet Lao forces can 
lead to major hostilities. In deliv- 
ering this warning, Rusk assured 
Soviet Foreign Minister Gromyko 
that America’s objective is an in- 
dependent and neutral Laos. 

He hoped that the Kremlin 
would support the same objective. 

‘Premier Khrushchev may well 
announce his support of a “‘neu- 
tral’ Laos. 

But when he does, look to see 
whether there is a giveaway con- 
dition attached to it. If Mr. K. 
proposes to impose a Communist 
coalition upon the Laotian parlia- 
ment, then the Kremlin will be 
pursuing its long-established tac- 
tic designed to turn yet another 


The 
center in London has just pub- 
lished an English translation of 
the pamphlet prepared by Jan 
Kozak, a Communist member of 
the Czechoslovak National Assem- 
bly, who tells how the Commun- 
ists overthrew parliamentary 
democracy in his country as a 
guide to how they can do it else- 
where, 

Kozak advises that the best way 
to subvert parliamentary democ- 
racy is for the Communists to get 
a foothold in any government co- 
alition. Fyom this foothold, he ex- 
plains, it is possible to combine 
“pressure from above” with 


“pressure from below” to destroy 
the democratic political parties 
one by one. 

In the case of the Czechoslovak 
coalition, the Communists were 
given control of the ministry of 
interior and had “roving commis- 
sions” in some of the other min- 
istries. 

“These executive organs con- 
trolled by Communists,” Kozak 
candidly explains, “became ef- 
fective levers for ... further ad- 
vance of the revolution. They en- 
abled direct suppression of bour- 
geois counter-revolutionary ele- 
ments.” 

The main purpose of “‘pressure 
from below,”’ according to the 
Czech Communist leader, is to 
support action by Communists in 
the government, ‘‘enhancing their 
strength and compensating for 
their numerical weakness . . . lim- 
iting the influence of waverers 
and enemies who stood in the way 
of further progress of the revo- 
lution.” 

These mass pressures include 
“calling of protest meetings, 
sending delegations, organized 
demonstrations and eventually 
the use of strikes and the general 
strike.” 

Kozak stresses that Communist 
partnership in a coalition govern- 
ment is always viewed as tempo- 
rary and is never allowed to 
dilute the end objective, which is 
the “‘dictatorship of the proletari- 
at;"’ that is, the destruction of 
democracy.

President Kennedy's rocking chair has been in the news a couple of times 
lately and each time I read about his devotion to it I feel much better about 
the state of the nation. Banished by Mrs. Kennedy from his private office be- 


cause it did not fit the new decor, the high-backed rocker was retained in an outer office, where 
the President sits when he dictates. This, I feel sure, accounts for the rhythmic quality of the Presi- 
dent’s prose and perhaps also the ease and grace with which he expresses’ himself. It is undoubtedly 
the key to his clarity and agility of mind because, as all rocking chair fans know, nothing soothes 
the body and sets the old mental machinery to clicking along like ‘“‘settin’ and rockin’.”’ 


The rocking chair is a par- 
ticularly happy choice for a 
youthful President’s favorite 
seat because it indicates matur- 
ity .of outlook. In fact, it’s a 
happy choice for any American 
president because it is a pecu- 
liarly American piece of furn- 
ture, 

They say Benjamin Franklin 
developed the first rocking chair 
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along about 1774. I don’t know 
if anybody has ever authenti- 
cated that report. Some people 


say as early as 1620 Mistress 
Brewster of the Plymouth colony 
had rockers put on a chair, 
in which she rested her fretful 
bones after an illness. Anyhow, 
what's more important, that 
marvelously accomplished gen- 
tleman, Mr. Franklin, owned 
and rocked in a rocking chair.

Rocking chairs, common in 
almost every American home 
from the front porch to the 
kitchen, if it is a good kitchen, 
are still fairly rare in Europe. 
Travelers report making a full 
day’s journey without ever hav- 
ing eased their frames in rock- 
ers. (Robert P. Tristram Coffin, 
the poet, wrote of Tom Bailey 
who “finds the rocking chair 
best, He leaves his wearness 
behind, And rocks the wringles 
from his mind.’’) 


Rockers at Sagamore Hill may 
have been the instruments 
Which renewed the energies of 
the dynamic President Theo- 
dore Roosevelt when he wearied.

Occasionally, unforeseen dupli- 
cation of values will occur 
against which even the most ac- 
curate bidders will be helpless.

Kennedy Pledges to Save Laos 


circumstances where Negro dele- 
gates would not be discriminated 
against in housing or other facili- 
ties connected with the sessions. 


The President’s statement on 
Laos approximately 
one-third of the time allotted for 
the session. This was the first 
time he used visual aids to illus- 
trate his points for the large tele- 
vision audience. 


The huge maps were in brown, 
buff, blue-white and red—with the 
red marking the expanding Com- 
munist-held areas of Laos. The 
comparisons were between Aug. 
7, 1960, Dec. 20, 1960 and March 
22, 1961, with the Red-held area 


“T want to make it clear to the 
American people and to all the 
world,” he said, ‘‘that all we want 
in Laos is peace and not war, a 
truly neutral government and not 
a ‘cold war’ pawn, a settlement 
concluded at the conference table 
and not on the battlefield. 


“Our response will be made in 
close cooperation with our allies 
and the wishes of the Laotian gov- 
ernment. We will not be provoked, 
trapped or drawn into this or any 
other situation, but I know that 
every American will want his 
country to honor its obligations 
to the point that freedom and se- 
curity of the ‘free world’ and our- 
selves may be achieved.” 

The kind of response the U.S. 
receives on the Laotian question, 
will help “to tell us what kind of 
a future this world will have,” he 
added. 

ECONOMY RALLYING 
His 30-minute news conference 


dealt primarily with the crisis in | 


Laos, but he also touched on the 
following points: 


1. He agreed with his economic 
advisers that there were signs of 
an upturn this spring. But it still 
was undetermined whether this 
upturn would be great enough to 
reduce the unemployment total 
to a level approaching ‘“‘full*em- 
ployment”’ and to give sufficient 
stimulus for continued economic 
growth. 


2. He repeated that the mini- 
mum-wage legislation, threatened 
by a division in the House, should 


steadily extending from the bor- 
ders of Communist China and 
Viet Nam toward the royal capital 
of Luang Prabang and the admin- 
istrative center of Vientiane. 


TREATY DEFINED 


He stressed the treaty obliga- 
tions of SEATO to protect the in- 
dependence of Laos even though 
that country was not a signatory 
to the pact. 


Earlier, diplomatic representa- 
tives of the 14 North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization allies had 
been called to the State depart- 
ment to be informed in advance 
of what Kennedy would say. J. 
Graham Parsons, out-going as- 
sistant secretary of state for Far 
Eastern affairs, conducted the 
NATO briefing. 


In his statement, Kennedy care- 
fully explained to the nation and 
to the Communist world his de- 
sire for a neutral and independent 
Laos, and not one dominated by 
or allied with either the Commu- 
nist or Western camp. He seemed 
to distinguish between the stand 
of this administration and that of 
the Eisenhower administration, 
which at times seemed to be at- 
tempting to build a pro-Western 
stronghold in Laos. 

“If in the past, there has been 
any possible ground for misunder- 
standing or our desire for a truly 
neutral Laos, there should be 
none now,” the President de 
clared.

Russian Died 
In Spaceship, 
Poles Report 


ROME (AP)—The semiofficial 
Italian news agency ANSA said 
Thursday night diplomatic circles 
in Warsaw have heard uncon- 
firmed reports that the Soviet Un- 
ion launched a space capsule con- 
taining a man and brought it 
back to earth but that the man 
was killed.

For Rapid Transit, Planners Told 


A transit system specialist warned the steering committee of 
a Metropolitan Atlanta rapid transit planing group of the pitfalls 
encountered by other major American cities in developing rapid 


transit. 


Robert D. Weeks of General Electric’s locomotive and car 
equipment division emphasized that the movement of large num- 
bers. of people into the central city involves more than rapid 


transit. 


Included is the coordination of auto, bus and other existing 
transit systems to their best advantage around the rapid transit 


system core. 


Weeks said the cost of building a rapid transit system runs 
from $3.5 to $5 million a mile. He said local governments must 
provide about half the cost from tax money with the remainder 


paid for by transit fares. 


He said representatives from suburban communities should 
be among the planners and later the directors of transit systems. 
He also said transit authorities should be set up to cross the 
political boundaries of a metropolitan area and it should have the 
power to levy taxes to pay for major permanent features.

Rare, Says U.N.’s Malik

A diplomat said here Thursday night that Christian statesmanship™ 
is possible, but only to a slight degree.

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Physician 
‘Sentenced 
Tod Years 


.A Harfipton physician burst into 
tears Thursday just before he was 
sentenced to five years in prison 
for taking part in a large-scale 
narcotics ring. 

Dr. William George Dunbar, 32, 
told the court that financial trou- 
bles led him into crime, U.S. Dis- 
trict Judge Boyd Sloan sentenced 

to five years on each of 
three counts of violating the nar- 
cotics law. The terms will run con- 
currently, and the physician may 
shave four days off each ™onth of 
his term for good behavior. 


OTHERS CONVICTED 


Guilty verdicts were returned by 
a federal jury in the cases of 
two of Dunbar’s co-defendants. 
Judge Sloan sentenced one of 
them to five years and deferred 
sentencing of the other. 


Sloan allowed Dunbar 20 days in 
which to get his finances in order 
before entering prison. The sen- 
tence was the minimum the judge 
could impose. 


Dunbar broke into tears as he 
stood before the judge and told 
of financial trouble which, he said, 
led him into crime. ‘‘I would like 
to réestablish myself in society,” 
he said. 

RETURNING TO AREA 

Dunbar said he intends to re- 
enter the medical profession after 
he serves his term. 


“T will return to the area where 
I have practiced before,”’ he said. 
‘I don’t have anything to run 
away from or hide from. I have 
pleaded guilty to the one thing I 
have done (peddling of morphine) 
. . . and I hope to reestablish my- 
self in the country which I am 
proud of.” 


Dr. Dunbar said he would take 
up the study of law while he is in 
prison. ‘“‘I don't have any plans 
for practicing law,”’ he said. “lI 
just want to understand it more 
thoroughly. I am Going it for my 
own edification.” 

VERDICTS RETURNED 

The jury returned guilty verdicts 
on the government's four counts 
against Glenn Howard Bright, 47, 
of Atlanta, and on the two counts 
against Bernice Elyse Landers, 
39, of Hampton, a _ restaurani 
operator. 


Bright was sentenced to serve 

five years on each count, the sen- 
tences to run concurrently. Mrs. 
Landers will be sentenced Friday 
morning. 
» Bright was accused of selling 
morphine to the two federal under- 
eover agents who testified against 
all the defendants, and of intro- 
ducing them to Dunbar, who was 
described as the kingpin of the 
operation. 

The agents said Miss Landers 
came into the deal at the restau- 
rant, where a dope transaction 
was made, 


The two defendants were con- 
victed of conspiracy to violate the 
narcotics law, and of actually 
violating it. The government con- 
tended Bright took part in sales 
ivolving 1,100 quarter-grain tab- 
lets of morphine and other drugs, 
and that Miss Landers was in on 
the sale of 400 tablets.

FROG EGGS HATCHED 

Exhibits included jars of frog eggs ‘most of which hatched on 
the spot), the solar system, a tin telephone, a simple phonograph, 
an electro magnet, a castle and moat with a drawbridge operated 
by an electric motor, a preserved squirrel’s heart and various 
birds’ hearts for comparison with a model of the human heart, 
and a grist mill. 


There were also ant mounds, wasp nests, and exhibits depict- 
ing blizzards, hurricanes and the various types of clouds, 
CULMINATION OF WORK 


Miss Edith Ruff, principal of the school, said the staff has put 
special emphasis on science this year. ‘The science fair is the 
culmination of our year’s work. We have increased our emphasis 
on science. I guess everyone is concentrating more on science 


since the Russian sputnik.”’ 


A Good Health Puppet Theater was judged the best class 
project. Seventh grader Jeff Edwards’ demonstration on Lenz’s 
Law was selected the best individual project. Jeff built his elec- 
trical experiment from a science magazine. He’s interested in be- 
coming a chemist or physicist. 


The puppet theater, created by a third grade class, featured 
such characters as Bathtime Baby, Sleepy Sally, Lasso Lou, Doc- 
tor Don, Miss Kitty and Toothbrush Tom. Each of these paper 
mache people had a message about good health. 


Phil Couch showed students how to distill salt and water col- 
ored with green food coloring. Instead of a Bunsen burner he 
used a bottle of alcohol and made a stand from a tin can. “I know 
what else I can distill,’’ Phil said. The issue was not pursued. 


DRIED SNAKESKIN 


Among the assortment of tadpoles, frogs and snakes in jars, 
there was a dried snakeskin and a sign of explanation: 


“The baby water moccasin. The other day Charles caught a 
little snake. It was a water moccasin. Then later Frank and 
Charles skinned it. See if you can learn about it.” 


Parents who saw the exhibit probably went away feeling a 
little awesome themselves about the sprouting beans and the frog 
eggs turned tadpoles. These are the wonders of nature that fas- 
cinated an entire school.

The State Board of Education 
Thursday delayed setting up edu- 
cation specialist classifications 
because some personnel feared 
this would prevent their participa- 
tion in teacher pay raises.

At the same time, 
voted to delay for two years a 
requirement that all teachers 
must be teaching in their licensed 
fields by July 1. 


Dr. Claude Purcell, state school 
superintendent, recommended this 
action “because of the continued 
inadequate supply of classroom 
teachers” and because 90 per cent 
of teachers are now teaching in 
their licensed fields. 


The board also approved appli- 
cations from four cities and 18 
counties for capital outlay funds 
to be used for school construc- 
tion in the $60 million statewide 
program. Included was $827,512 
for Atlanta. 


Regarding fears of some per- 
sonnel that the new classifica- 
tions might bar them from get- 
ting pay raises handed out to 
classroom teachers, Dr. Purcell 
said, ‘“‘We might as well take 
the cloak off this thing.”

TV Rating 
Plans Aired 


WASHINGTON (#—The meth- 
ods used to determine the 
various ratings ascribed to tele- 
vision programs are studded 
with errors, a group of statistical 
experts reported to Congress 
Thursday. 


But despite the errors, the 
methods used by the survey 
firms are more accurate than 
mail or other types of surveys, 
the group said. 


The conclusions were released 
by Rep. Oren Harris, D-Ark., 
chairman of the House Inter- 
state Commerce Committee, 
which asked for the study. 


TECHNICAL ASPECTS 


Harris, in a statement ac- 
companying the report, said it 
dealt solely with the technical 
aspects of the surveys and did 
not make any recommendations 
on how far ratings ought to be 
relied on in determining what 
kind of programs should be pre- 
sented. 


The report was prepared by a 
special committee of the Amer- 
ican Statistical Association under 
the direction of William G. Ma- 
dew of the Stanford Research 
Institute. 


_ Harris said the report detailed 
t sources of error in 
es methods used by each rat- 
ing service.’ He added, how- 
ever, that “the services seem 
to be estimating the ratings 
fairly well on the average.”
